Charles Lamb had failings, that Dr. Johnson was often crude and uncouth, 
that Byron was wild and irascible, and th a t W hitm an was considered by 
many as just a roving tram p. But they left great richness in the world 
when they went away. Their great deeds will live. Their faults will not 
long bo remembered. 
I like the published letters of great men and women—because they I 
are nearest to the true expression and feelings of the writers. They were 
not m eant for the world, but for those to whom they confided their j 
thoughts, their views upon life and th«Mr Intim ate musings. 
When I read Carlyle's “Heroes and Hero W orship'' I am inspired by 
I the great thoughts and the interpretations which he gives to his heroes. I 
don’t care whether he flew into a rage over a rooster’s crowing or not. and 
I am sorry that he was dyspeptic—but I don't think of these things when 
I read of his struggles, hts disappointm ents and his ideals. 
William Hazlitt did many foolish things in his personal life. So did | 
George Cissing. They were not experts in judging women. 
None of us 
are! But they left imperishable literature th a t will live into the ages. 
Let us bo charitable with those whom we have never m et and those 
with whom we come in closest contact each day. 
After all. we are Just 
hum an beings, like everybody else, “little Pilgrims" travelling in a world 
oi mystery and beauty.
